1 . In the response filed January 26, 2003 applicant failed to respond to the following 
paragraph of the final rejection mailed October 14, 2003: 

Claim 1 1 as filed September 22, 2003 has an error in that in line 7, "on passage" should 
have been -one passage-. In submitting a corrected claim 11 in response to this office action 
the parenthetical expression "(Original)" should not be used. See 37 C.F.R. L173(b)(2). 
Claim 2 as filed July 23, 2003 is acceptable. Applicant submitted claims 2 and 1 1 in response to 
the first office action in order to add the subject matter of the Certificate of Correction dated 
Twenty-first Day of August, 2001. 

A copy of the Certificate of Correction dated Twenty-first Day of August, 2001 has been 

received on July 23, 2003. 

2. Since claim 11 is an original claim, in correcting claim 1 1 , a parenthetical 
expression should not be used.
